A Serviceable Post-Hcle Auger 


A serviceable post-hole auger can 
readily be made by anyone. It con­ 
sists of a 4l4-ft. length of I1,4-in. p.pe. 
Both ends are slotted with a hack­ 
saw for about 6 in. and bent over and 
flattened, as shown, so that a handle 
and a blade can be attached. 
The 
haniilc is made of an 18-in. length of 
hardwood, about Ha in. thick, and is 
securely riveted to the bent ends of 
the pipe. A 10-in. steel disk, about H 
in. thick, is riveted to the ether end, 
as shown. The blade is cut radially 
and the edges thus formed arc bent to 
‘'bite” the soil. A spike, sharpened to 
a point, is driven into the lower end 
under the blade and is held in this 
position by means of a rivet. An au­

very tender. Remove from the broth 
and cut tile meat into neat pieces, 
discarding the bones. To the broth 
add one quart of peeled tomatoes 
cut Into pieces, one quart of green 
corn cut from the cob, one quart 
of string beans cut into pieces, one 
quart of lima 
beans, six sliced 
onions, one cupful of well-washed 
barley and another of water. Cook 
slowly until the vegetables are ten­ 
der, then add the meat, a pint of 
•ream, one-fourth pound of butter 
libbed to a paste with four table- 
toonfuls of dour, and seasoning

Chaumiere Baked Ham.—The ham 
must be at least two years old, thor­ 
oughly 
mellowed

flavored, j 
Scrub and scrape clean, then cover 
with cold water to which enough 
good, sharp vinegar has been added j 
to flavor well, and leave to soak 
overnight. 
In the morning prepare j 
a paste of two quarts of flour with j 
water to make a mixture to roll out 
in a sheet half an inch thick. Wrap 
the ham in the paste, wetting the 
edges and pressing them well to­ 
gether. 
Now place in a hot oven 
and bake until the paste Is brown. 
then lower the heat and bake for 
four or five hours, according to the 
size of the ham.
